1. I-don't:queltion but thoſe groſler ſorts of Sins which 
were of old call'd, Devoratoria Saluti, thoſe Devouftrs of 
our Salvation, and all the hopes of it, are already ſubdu'd 
in the Saints. Thoſe Sins which Philoſophy itſelf could 
find ſufficient Reaſon to chain up;Believers mult be no Drun- 
kards, Whoremongers, Liars, Railers, Cheaters,Perſecutors, 
Sabbath breakers, Prayerleſs, Proud, theſe Sins-carry their 
convictions intheir faces, and 'tis no uncharitablene(s at all 
to judge theſe Men-in-a dangerous and damnable Eſtate ; 
theſe are the Inhabitants of the Mountains, and as long as 
they reign, the workings of Chriſt's power have not art all 
appear'd. 

_— But our greateſt. danger-lies from the Inhabitants of 
the Vallies, thoſe more cloſe and cunningEnemies of our fal- 
vation; which though they are not ſo much offenſive, yer 
they are equally deſirugive with the other, - I'll mention 
only theſe bo, and I-beſeech you get them ſubdu'd in you, in 
preparation for your dying hour. 

L A ſecret delight inSin. Sia ia itſelf is the great evil: 
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of the world,but yet there'may be Arguments great many 
drawn; even from Sin, why we ſhould repent; but delight in 
it ſhuts out all poſſibility of repenting whilſt that delight 
remains; it's the delight ruine us. True, weall fin, and if 
ſin as ſuch, could hinder our glorious Transfigurations when 
we dye, we were albof us in a fad caſe; but Chriſt hath or- 
dered otherwiſe for our comfort ; but if we delight, as ma- 
ny do that delight in nothing elſe, and not only do it them;
